{ngton-ave. the elephant carromed on o lamp-
post, broke it turned in an alarm by smashing
the stgnal box or it, and went off at 4 tangent
down the avenue, By that time “Fred” Hutch-
{son, who Is superintendent of the Forepaugh
show, and a;n all-around circus man, caught up
with the elephant and began to argue with him.

Lords, He has spoken at Edinburgh and has |
spoken in London. Ie has stated his views with

frankness. The frankness is o marked that Mr,
Chamberlain, who followed him in Edinburgh,
calls it eynical; but Mr. Chamberlain’s adjectives
are apt to be highly spiced.

The flrst thing whice comes out clearly is Lord
Rosshery's lovalty to hiz late leader, from whom
he took over hlg present inheritance, Mr. Cham-
berlain describes it a= a herltage of woe, This is
a world In which weal and woe are commonly
mixed. The true question Is, Which predomi=
nates, Lord Rosebery I8 at any rate oo much a
man of the world not to accept the conditions
in which he finds himeelf. To Inguire what he
might have done if he had an entirely free hand
i3 to venture into the reglon of speculative poli-
tlos. He inherited a Cabinet, a Parllament and
o policy. He has rearranged his Cabinet In part,
a5 his mecession to the Premiership compelled
klm to do; but it remains the same Cabinet,
minus Mr. Gladstone and pius Lord Tweed-
mouth. None of the changes in office imply &
change In measures. :

Alr. Gladstone's majority in Parliament, or
rather In the House of Commons, was but 35,

A new Prme Minister with so narrow a surplus
as that must choose between two methods, He
must preserve it intact, or he must dissolve,
As he was not ready to dissolve, he had to ap=- -
ply himself to keep together the rather distracted
and divergent sections of his party in the Hnm’-,
which he cannot himself lead. i

His speeches, |
and especlally hls explanation of his speech in
the House of Lords, have to be read in the light
of that necessity. There ls nothing In any one
of them to indicate the least intention of departs
ing from the policy which is the policy of the
pariy. There is, If anything, too marked a defere
ence to the party and to certain sections of it
whaose loyalty may be thought to depend on clr-
cumstances., Making allowance for the stress of
clreumstances, we can discern the policy of the
present Minlstry pretty clearly. If there be any
change, it is a change not in principles but in .
methods, not in doctrine but in spirit, not in
measures but, perhaps, in the order of their
precedence.

Afr. Redmond apparently 1s not content, and his
dlecontent undoubtedly constitutes a  danger,
and the greater danger since Mr. Redmond's dn=
fluence in Ireland 15 sald to be Inereasing.

The |
existence of the Upper Chamber in {ts present 4
form ls, In Lord Rosebery's opinlon, a great |
danger to the State, but it may be Inferred that
he belleves It still possible to mend rather than
to end the House, He I8, at any rate, for a Seo=
onil Chamber of some kind, very strongly for it,
and he leaves the whole subject for the serious
consgideration of the whole Liberal party, He
oftere no proposal and no suggestion, “If it is
to be dealt with by the present Goverament, It
can only be dealt with by the backing and on
the summons and on the inspiration of a great
popular feeling. Without that backing, without
that inspiration, and without that summons, we
in this matter are absolutely Impotent.”

That 18 a slgnificant and far-reaching declara=
tion. It is a distinct notice to the Abolitionists’
that no Initlative will come from the Ministry.
It means, I judge, this: That If the Radicals
